The casualties among the Americans 
were slight when the report was. sent, 
and their marksmanship had been so 
effective that several Germandugouts' 
had been made untenable.

About fifty arrests were made for 
minor acts of violence.

The strikers’ de- 
mands include absolute unionization of 
the company’s employees and an in- 
crease in wages, as well as reduction in 
hours of continuous daily employment.

A HOME HOG CAMPAIGN. 


The Constitution presémts elsewhere a 
communication from Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
federal food administrator for Georgia, deal 
ing with the national food emergency situa- 
tion and the necessity for an increase in 
meat-producing animals in 1918. 

What Dr. Soule says as to ways and 
means to assure a greater home pork supply, 
is in line with suggestions made by The 
Constitution, from time to time, in advocacy 
of a home hog campaign; (hat such a cam- 
paign be not confined to the farming dis- 
tricts, but that the cities and towns should 
share in it. . 

While planting the war-garden in the city 
home, plant a pig! 

The federal ‘ocd administration for Geor- 
gia says “Ameu’’ to that! 

And, aside from the fact that he speaks 
with high authority, what he has to say of 
the profit derived, in one year, by the people 
of Athens, from home hog raising, under 
sanitary conditions, answers whatever objec- 
tions may be raised to it. 

He shows how he got the board of health 
of that city to relax certain regulations as 
to pigs in city preserves, with the result that 
2,000 hogs over and above the number pre- 
viously kept, were raised in Athens in 1917. 

And he says that possibly other towns 
and cities in Georgia made even a better 
record! 

And that, too, with the sanction of their 
various health departments. “ 

And what this home-raised meat 
meant in money kept at home, and in con: 4 
serving the national food supply, speaks for 


itself. 


As Dr. Soule points out, “the hog is, rela- 
tively speaking, a clean animal, if given any 
gort of a chance.” And “there is no reason 
why these animals cannot be kept relatively 
close to residences without injury to health, 
if they are handled properly and a reason- 


able amount of disinfectant used.” 


The home-raised pig to thé home-table, 
and the hog for hams in “hog-Killing time;” 
and that at an insignificant outlay as com- 
pared with the sure profitable results! 

For even if scraps from kitchen and table, 
and waste of garden lots were insufficient 
for the right raising of a hog, corn would 
never be too high—considering a pig’s prom- 
ise of profit—to supplement its home food 
supply by an investment in the little which 
would’ be required for it. 

The federal food administrator sees no 
reason why we should not keep at least 
100,000 hogs on vacant lots in towns and 
cities, at moderate cost, and thus become 
contributors to our own and the national 
welfare; for “Food will win the war! And 
the sooner we get to work, the better it will 
be for all interests concerned.” 

It isn’t going too far to say that every 
time you raise a hog you put a Hun out of 
business! . 

And that’s the business of America now— 
to feed herself and her allies for the fight 
against the world’s worst enemy—the enemy 
of Humanity! 

Therefore, pigs mean patriotism, as well 
as profit! 

Plant pigs with food crops—in the country 
places, in the town and city backyard gar- 
dens—wherever, under proper conditions of 
sanitary supervision and individual cage, 
there is room to raise them. __ ,

‘PEGGING ALONG. 


There are many—too many—young fel- 
lows in the business and industrial life of 
the day who are in a groove and see no 
chance to get out of it.

There is something about the life story 
of Daniel d, as it appeared in a recent 
number of the American Magazine, that 
should prove a source of inspiration to all 
young m d young women, too, for 
matter—who feel themselves to be victitns 
of a “hopeless grind.” 

Mr. Willard is perhaps the “biggest” 
railroad man in the country today. He is 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio system, 
and, under Director-General McAdoo, super- 
director of all transportation throughout the 
United States under federal control of the 
carriers. . 

He is 57 years old; and he says that until 
he was n€arly 40 he never made more than 
200 a month. 

Mr. Willard was born on a Vermont 
farm. He never had more than mediocre 
educational opportunities; and at 18 he was 
a track laborer on the Vermont Central, a 
railroad which ran through his father’s 
farm. Later he became a fireman, and at 
20 he was a locomotive engineer at $65 a 
month. 

It was then ,he “started out” for bigger 
things; went w@st and found a job piloting 
an engine on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern in Indiana, which paid him $100 
a.month. At 23 he was out of a fob, due to 
his employer corporation being hard pressed 
firmancially. But he was idle but a few 


subphy. fionths when he found another job, and he 


has been climbing steadily ever since. 
How he achieved the remarkable success 
in life that is his, is told by him in five 
short words: “I simply pegged right 
along!” 

“If you really want to get along,” says 
Mr. Willard— 


“you must apply yourself wholeheart- 
edly—both during your working hours 
and your leisure hours—to your busi- 
ness... By having youw® mind on your 
work you are apt to learn how to do 
it accurately, and there is nothing 
more important than accuracy.

I worked 
my way out of the rut by determina-| 
tion to keep right on doing the best I 
knew how to fill my job, plus, and los- 
ing no opportunity to increase my fit- — 
ness for my job. I never hada chance, 
or, if s0, I failed to recognize it, to do 
any Unusual ar brilliant thing, any- ’ 
thing spectacylar—euch as being the 
hero of any great railroad accident or 
situation, or sensationally saving some 
celebrity’s life. I simply pegged right 
along.” 

Of course, it is not to be presumed that 
every young man has latent, ability equal 
to that Daniel Willard had, but at that no 
man knows what he can do until he tries; 
and there are mighty few but who can do 
something well with the expenditure of the 
proper amount of effort, determination and 
energy. é

Pigs, Patriotism, Profit! 
By Raising Pigs at Home 


Editor Constitution: You are; aware of 
the food emergeney we face and the réquest 
made upon us by the government that we 
increase our output of all field crops and 
meat producing animals in 1918. This is a 
duty and responsibility which I believe the 
people of Georgia are glad to meet. 

When called on to increase both food 
and meat crops in 1917 the response made by 
this state was most gratifying. 

Dr. L. F. Taylor, whom President Wilson 
recen eent abroad as one of our repre- 
sentatives on the council to confer with 
our associates in the war, says that Georgia 
made a record in the direction indicated of 
which she has reason to feel proud. I feel, 
therefore, that our people are imbued with 
a high sense of patriotism, and they are 
ready to make a résponse in any direction 
which seems feasible under existing circum- 
stances. To this end 1 me point out a 
means by which I feel fhe pork supply of 
Georgia may be very considerably increased 
in 1918 without in the least endangering the 
health of the communities concerned. 

I refer to the keeping of pigs on the 
larger lots found about our numerous towns 
and cities and which frequently lie idle. 
There is also accumulated in the homes near 
these lots a great deal of waste suitable for 
the proper nutrition of pigs and which is 
now either burned up, thrown. out, thereby 
creating more or less insanitary conditions, 
gr carted away in the form of garbage. 

We are asked to conserve, and the presi- 
dent’s proclamation shows the urgency and 
necessity for our doing so. Here is a prac- 
tical méans by which we may not only in- 
crease the supply of pork, but utilize much 
food suitable for the nutrition of the class 
of stock mentioned which is now wasted. Of 
course, the rules and regulations governing 
the ip@intenance of hogs in towns and cities 
should not be repealed. It is not necessary, 

The hog is, relatively speaking, a clean 
animal if @fven any sort of a chance, and 
there is no reason why these animals cannot 
be kept relatively close to residences with- 
out injury to health and without creating 
objectionable odors if the pens and lots are 
handled properly and a reasonable amount 
of disinfectant used. 

As most towns and cities of any size have 
a health department, it would be easy to 
enforce regulations which would insure «the 
maintenance of a proper degree of sani- 
tation. 

When the question of increasing our 
meat supplies came up last year I asked 
the board of health of Athens to relax these 
regulations. They did so, and as a result 
about 2,000 hogs over and above the nuim- 
ber previously kept were raised in Athens 
in 1917 and slaughtered during the months 
ef December and January. You can imagine 
what a very decided increase in the meat

At brigade headquarters I happened to

When they hit the 
ground they explode, throwing out a strong 
calcium light which lights up the ground in 
a circle of a radius of between ten and fif- 
teen yards. They also have a parachute 
star shell which, after reaching a height of 
about sixty feet, explodes. A parachute un- 
folds and slowly floats to the ground, light- 
ing up a large circle in No Man’s Land. The 
official name of the star shell is a “Yery- 
light.” Very-lights are used to prevent 
night surprise attacks on the trenches. If 
a star shell falls in front of you, or between 
you and the German lines, you are safe from 
detection, as the enemy cannot see you 
through the bright curtain of light. But if 
it falls behind you and, as Tommy says, “‘you 
get into the star shell zone,’ ‘then the fun 
begins; you have to lie flat on your stom- 
ach and remain absolutely motionless until 
the lig@ht of the shell dies out.

Germans Living in Large Cities 
Required to Register With 
Chief of Police. 


Final details have been completed for 
the registration of all alien enemies 
who are 14 years of age and over. In 
Atlanta, Athens, Columbus, Griffin, La- 
Grange, Marietta, Newnan and Ronfe 
aliens are required to register at the 
office of the chief of police, 
outside of these towns, all German 
aliens whether in towns or country, 
they are ordered to register with their 
respective postmasters. 

The Atlanta postmaster, Bolling H. 
Jones, will be chief registrar over all 
postmasters acting in this district. The 
registration will start at 6 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, continuing through’ the 
week every day, closing at 8 o’clock 
Saturday evening, February 9. 

These plans are the outcome of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s proclamation issued on 
November 16, 1917. The law on which 
the proclamation was based states that 
“all natives, citizens or subjects of the 
German empire or of the imperial Ger- 
man government, being males of 14 


years and upward, who are within the 
United States and not actually natural- 
ized citizens, are required to register as 
alien enemies.”

a corduroy covering over its worst 
part extending from Nancy’s Crossing 
to the camp. 

Work Begins Sunday. 

This work was begun Sunday under 
the direction of commanding officers 
of the 307th Engineer regiment, and a. 
foree of approximately 200 soldiers was 
at work during the day cutting and 
carrying logs to the road to be placed 
im the quagmire to act as a support 
for the heavy traffic to and from the 
camp. 

The road will be similar in practical- 
ly all respects to the corduroy roads 
constructed in far-off lumber camps 
and frontier places, and will consist 
of an undersupport of logs covered by 
a cinder topsoil. This substantial road- 
way igs thought to he the best type to 
accommodate the heavy traffic during 
the winter. 

The work had progressed by an 
early hour Sunday to such a point that 
to allow the passage of any traffic

U. S. Report Shows Increase 
~ Of Live Stock in This State 


The following report of Z. R, 
Pottet, government field agent on live 


stock in the United States and Geor- 


gia, will prove of general interest: 

“In a time of stress like the present, 
it is decidedly encouraging to . know 
that the farmer is doing his part. A 
glance over the live stock figures for 
the country as a whole, and for Geor- 
gia in particular, shows that the past 
year has been one of great agricultural 

rogress, For the first two  itema, 

orses and mules, the state can take 
no credit. as the are largely import- 

d from other states, but when swine 
and cattle are considered the improve- 
ment is striking. 

“There are some features about the 
work st however, which deserve 
comment. ollowing the outbreak of 
the war and the slump in cotton, large 
numbers of horsé€s and mules were sold 
at low prices and. little fresh stuff 
was brought in to feplace them: For 
a year or two the farmers ran with 
short equipment In the fall of 1916 
conditions began to get better and 
by the first of February, 1917, the 
number was again about normal. Dur- 
ing the past year the situation has 
continued to improve, till at present 
the Georgia farmer has more and bet- 
ter work animals than at any time in 
history. This makes possible the em- 
ployment of heavy.two-horse machin- 
ery which may somewhat relieve the 
labor shortage, particularly in the sec: 
tions of diversified farming.

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But There Is No Excite- 
ment as the Men Move.to 
Attack—Wonderfully Cool 
Under German Fire. 


— 


With the French Army in France, 
January 14.—(By Mail,)—Although 
great military operations have come to 
a standstill for the moment, there is 
no cessation of vigilance off any part 
of the French front. Whether in Al- 
sance, Lorraine; around Verdun, in the 
Argonne or Champagne, or on the Laon 
plateau, the French soldier stands on 
guard, just as keen as four winters 
azo. In mud, shell-holes, in snow and 
almost Arctic frosts, he watches, or, 
when it is thought. necessary to investi- 
gate what the enemy opposite is doing, 
he goes over the top and advances to- 
ward the German lines with the same 
ardor'as at the beginning of the trench 
ewarfare: only to his dash he has added 
the experience gained in numberless 
encounters. : 

The correspondent of the Ass@ciated 


Press, who has been in the closest touch 
with the French troops on dozens of 
battlefields through months and years 
of the hardest fighting, has been able 
to study the psychology of the French 
soldier both while he is engaged in 
mortal combat and while he is at his so- 
called repose. Nothing strikes the ob- 
Server more than the quiet fatalism 
with which these troops from the farms 
and factories and offices of all the 
provinces and cities of France go for- 
ward to the attack. 
Absence of Excitement. 

A giance at the treops when they as- 
sembie in the front line in preparation 
for an operation shows an absence of 
excitement. In most cases the men par- 
ticipating in a big attack have been 
brought from the cantonments in the 
rear only a few hours before. They 
crouch and sit, and lie down as well as 
they can in the muddy and often partly 
demolished trenches and advanced saps, 
waiting for the word that means death 
or wounds for probably many of their 
number. 

Meanwhile, in most cases, thesGer- 
mans, made aware of the approaching 
attack by the increase of the French 


artillery fire, are throwing into the 
French front lines hundreds and thou- 
Sands of high explosive shells and 
trench mortar bombs. Their coolness 
in face of these perils is’ marvelous. 
Some of them smoke: others take a 
sip from their water bottles: still oth- 
ers look to the sights and breeches of 
their rifles or overhaul § their
